WASHINGTON I If you’re easy to anger, you 
might be especially susceptible to nicotine. 

Scientists using powerful scanners have 
found that nicotine triggers dramatic bursts 
of activity in certain brain areas — but only 
in people prone to anger and aggression, not 
more cheerful, relaxed types. 

It’s the first biological evidence that peo- 
ple with certain personality traits are more 
likely to get hooked if they ever experiment 
with cigarettes. 

And it may help explain why it’s easier for 
some people to quit the habit than others, says

psychiatrist Steven Potkin of the University of 
California, Irvine, who led the study. 

It’s almost, he says, as if some people are 
born to smoke. Other scientists won’t make 
that leap, noting that it’s not clear how much of 
a person’s personality is genetic and how much 
stems from childhood environments. 

The study has important implications for 
teenagers in particular. Adolescents are prone 
to periods of aggression before parts of the 
brain that control impulse and behavior fin- 
ish forming — and smokers almost universally

U.S. Balks 
At Islamic 
Iraqi Ruie 

Bremer says religion will not 
be at center of constitution 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq’s U.S. administrator 
suggested he would block any move by Iraqi 
leaders to make Islamic law the backbone 
of an interim constitution. 

During a visit to a women’s center in 
Karbala, administrator L. Paul Bremer said 
the current draft of the interim constitution, 
due to take effect at the end of this month, 
would make Islam the state religion and “a 
source of inspiration for the law,” but not the 
main source for that law. 

However, Mohsen 
Abdel-Hamid, the cur- 
rent president of the 
Iraqi Governing Council 
and a Sunni Muslim hard- 
liner, has proposed making 
Islamic law the “principal 
basis” of legislation. 

Iraqi women’s groups fear that could cost 
them the rights they hold under Iraq’s long- 
time secular system, especially in such areas 
as divorce, child support and inheritance. 

Bremer was asked what would happen 
if Iraqi leaders wrote into the interim char- 
ter that Islamic Shariah law is the principal 
basis of legislation. 

“Our position is clear,” Bremer replied. 
“It can’t be law until I sign it.” Bremer must 
sign all measures passed by the 25 -member 
council before they can become law. 

Under U.S. plans, a permanent constitution 
would not be drawn up and voted on by the 
Iraqi people until 2005. robert h. reid (ap)

Front-runner assails 
Bush; Dean deals with 
campaign shake-up 

WAUSAU, WIS. I A confident John 
Kerry launched a full-throttle attack 
on President Bush’s economic poli- 
cies, mostly ignoring his Democratic 
rivals on the eve of the Wisconsin 
primary. Meanwhile, Howard 
Dean’s campaign shed another 
top manager, and John Edwards 
vowed to press on no matter how 
he fares Tuesday. 

Kerry, who has a command- 
ing lead in the race to oppose Bush 
this fall, chided the president for tak- 
ing time out Sunday to attend the 
Daytona 500, saying the country was 
bleeding jobs while he posed for a 
“photo opportunity.” Bush donned 
a racing jacket to officially open 
NASCAR’s most prestigious event 
in front of some 180,000 fans. 

The Democratic front-runner’s 
broadside against Bush came as the 
president argued anew against 
any rollback in the tax cuts that 
Congress has passed at his behest, 
and on a day in which Dean divulged 
the departure of national campaign 
chairman Steve Grossman. 

For his part Edwards declared 
“there are differences” between 
him and his Democratic rivals and 
said he was confident his campaign 
was gaining momentum. He said 
he would remain in the race well 
into March and the Super Tuesday 
round of electoral face-offs. 

Kerry has won all but two of the 
state nominating races so far this

Dozens stream in for 
same-sex eeremonies 
as legal battle brews 

SAN FRANCISCO | Dozens of same- 
sex couples lined up outside City Hall 
in heavy rain early Monday, wait- 
ing for city offices to open so they 
could join more than 1,700 other 
gay and lesbian couples who have 
exchanged vows in the past few days. 

Despite miserable weather and the 
Presidents Day holiday, many couples 
camped out throughout the night in 
advance of a pair of court hearings 


scheduled for Tuesday, when two 
groups planned to ask a judge to 
block San Francisco from sanc- 
tioning any more same-sex unions. 

On Monday, a cadre of city work- 
ers deputized to perform weddings 
simultaneously presided over 10 cer- 
emonies at a time. 

Since San Francisco officials 
began issuing marriage licenses to 
same-sex couples on Thursday, hun- 
dreds of gays and lesbians have wed 
— many rushing to California from 
across the country. 

While the weddings kept City 
Hall offices that would normally 


be closed on Presidents Day buzz- 
ing, conservative activists promised 
a relentless legal challenge. 

San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge James L. Warren had ordered 
attorneys for the city and for a con- 
servative group challenging the mar- 
riages to file legal briefs Monday. 
Last week, the Arizona-based 
Alliance Defense Fund sued to 
block same-sex unions, and Warren 
scheduled a hearing in the case on 
Tuesday. A second legal challenge, 
filed by a California group, also is 
scheduled for a hearing Tuesday.

Form of Gene Therapy 
May Build Super Athletes 


SEATTLE I Gene injections in rats can 
double muscle strength and speed, 
researchers have found, raising con- 
cerns that the virtually undetectable 
technology could be used illegally 
to build super athletes. 

University of Pennsylvania 
researcher Lee Sweeney said that 
studies in rats show that muscle 
mass, strength and endurance 
can be increased by injections of a 
gene -manipulated virus that goes 
to muscle tissue and causes a rapid 
growth of cells. 


Sports officials said the gene 
therapy has the potential of betray- 
ing the very essence of sport — ath- 
letes using their natural talents and 
training to compete. 

It would, said Tom Murray of the 
Hastings Center, a research organi- 
zation, be like allowing an athlete 
to compete in the Boston Marathon 
wearing roller blades.

Roadside Bombs Kill 2 U.S. Troops 


2 Iraqis arrested; 

1 may have used cell 
phone to explode bomb 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Roadside bombs 
killed two more American soldiers 
in Iraq Monday, bringing to 540 
the number of U.S. servicemem- 
bers who have died in Iraq since 
the start of the war. 

An American soldier was killed 
and four were wounded in a road- 
side bombing Monday in Baqouba, 
35 miles northeast of Baghdad. Two 
Iraqis were arrested, one with a cell 


phone that may have been used to 
detonate the bomb, an Army spokes- 
man in Tikrit said. 

The other fatalbombing occurred 
in the center of Baghdad, killing 
one soldier from the 1st Armored 
Division, the Army said. 

Meanwhile, police arrested five 
Iraqis suspected in the assassina- 
tion of Aquila al-Hashimi, a member 
of the Governing Council who was 
gunned down Sept. 20 in Baghdad, 
the Interior Ministry said. The men 
were arrested last week in Amarah, 
180 miles south of Baghdad, officials

Unusual Bid on Behalf of Yukos Chief 


MOSCOW I One of the owners of 
the holding company that con- 
trols Russia’s largest oil company, 
Yukos, is willing to offer his stock to 
the government in exchange for the 
release of Mikhail Khodorkovsky, 
Yukos’ former chief. 

“I’m ready to do anything,” said 
Leonid Nevzlin, who is believed to 
own 3.5 percent of Yukos. He spoke 
to Associated Press Television News 


in Jerusalem, where he is living in 
self-imposed exile. 

Nevzlin cautioned, however, that 
he hadn’t actually made “any offer to 
the Russian government,” and the 
prosecutor-general’s office said it 
hadn’t received any such proposal. 

Khodorkovsky, who resigned as 


Yukos chief shortly after his Oct. 
25 arrest on fraud and tax evasion 
charges, has remained in custody 
awaiting trial. His arrest is wide- 
ly seen as a Kremlin- orchestrated 
attempt to curb his clout. 

President Vladimir Putin has 
sought to present the inquiry as 
part of the government’s anti- cor- 
ruption efforts. (AP)

‘Star’ system at rarefied 
Michelin guide isn’t all 
that, ex-inspector says 

PARIS I Michelin’s Red Guide, 
France’s famed yardstick of where 
to eat, is feeling the sting of indis- 
cretions from one of its former res- 
taurant inspectors who is breaking 
the secrecy on how the gastronome’s 
bible awards its coveted ratings. 

One of Pascal Remy’s most 
damaging claims is that some top 
restaurants do not deserve their 
rating. “More than one -third of 
the three stars are not up to the 
expected standard,” Remy told 
this week’s Le Figaro Magazine, 
suggesting the restaurants are 
shielded because their chefs are 
too famous to be touched. 

Michelin spokeswoman 


Fabienne de Brebisson disputed 
Remy’s claims. “We are totally 
independent,” she said. 

Remy also said Michelin inspec- 
tors, whom he claimed are paid 
roughly the same as elementary 
school teachers for a lonely life 
traveling around to taste food and 
visit kitchens, can’t inspect restau- 
rants regularly. De Brebisson insist- 
ed Michelin’s rule is to visit all of the 
4,000 establishments listed at least 
once every 18 months on average. 

Remy claims he was fired by the 
guide, which has sold more than 
30 million copies in its 104 years, 
because his superiors didn’t want 
him to publish his diaries about 
his 16 years there, a contention that 
Michelin’s de Brebisson disputes. 

“He was fired for grave mis- 
takes,” she said, without elaborat- 
ing.

Employers could give 
health insurance to 
domestic partners 

RICHMOND, VA. I Gay rights pro- 
ponents scored political victories 
Monday in the conservative -lean- 
ing House of Delegates, which last 
week passed a bill reaffirming the 
state’s ban on gay marriage. 

The House narrowly passed leg- 
islation that would allow employers 
to offer health insurance benefits 
to gay partners who live together 
and rejected a measure seeking to 
make state mortgage loans avail- 
able only to married heterosexuals 
or blood relatives. 

The health insurance bill, spon- 
sored by Delegate James Dillard 
(R-Fairfax County) passed 50- 


49 with the support of numerous 
Republicans. The same legislation 
failed last year in committee. 

Delegate Richard Black’s bill 
to exclude same-sex and unmar- 
ried couples from 
Virginia Hous- 
ing Development 
Authority loans 
failed to advance on 
a vote of 54 -44. 

Delegate Terrie 
Suit (R-Virginia 
Beach) said the measure would 
adversely affect those in greatest 
need of housing assistance. 

She gave an impassioned speech 
about a black woman who was 
turned down for a loan because 
she was trying to buy a home with 
the mother of her boyfriend, who 
was in prison, justin bergman (ap)

Q l am a 33-year-old husband 
and father of a 2-year-old. 

My wife and I are expecting a new 
baby this month. 

In the last four years, we have 
piled up $43,000 in credit card 
debt and car loans. Because I was 
unemployed part of last year, we 
have had to use credit to make 
ends meet and pay for unexpected 
expenses such as medical bills. 

We also have financed furni- 
ture, appliances and a TV for the 
home we are renting. 

I don’t make enough to cover all 
our expenses. Thus, we go further 
in debt every month. 


My grandmother is inheriting 
$40,000 and wants to give it to 
me to help out. My first instinct 
is to pay down our debt to reduce 
our monthly overhead and interest 
payments. But my wife and I want 
to buy a house of our own, which 
would also be a good investment. 
What do you think? 

A First, that you have a guard- 
ian angel, and second, that 
there is no way you two are ready 
to be homeowners. 

You admit you were racking up 
debt and living without sufficient 
emergency funds even before you 
lost your job. Unless you change 
your spending habits, a home with 
all its expenses will simply drive 
you deeper into debt. 


Go with your first instinct: 

Use this windfall to pay off your 
credit cards. You can leave the 
auto loans alone for now, unless 
you owe more on the vehicles 
than they are worth. If that’s the 
case, then pay down enough of 
the loans so that you have some 
equity in the cars. 

This approach does two things: 
It pays off your most expensive 
debt and leaves you with breath- 
ing room if you lose your job. 

Put the rest of the money in a 
savings account and come up with 
a realistic plan for making your 
homeownership dream come true. 
That’s going to involve creating a 
budget, including a plan for savings.

Should Stewart

Selig OKs deal sending Rodriguez to Yankees 


BASEBALL I Alex Rodriguez is com- 
ing back to New York, the city he 
left when he was 4, and moving onto 
the biggest stage in town — Yankee 
Stadium. 

Baseball’s highest-paid play- 
er, and perhaps its most talented, 
was finally and officially dealt to 
the New York Yankees from Texas 
on Monday after commissioner 
Bud Selig approved the record- 
setting swap. 

“I’m pretty excited. This is a big, 
big one,” Yankees owner George 
Steinbrenner said. 

Rodriguez, the first reigning 
MVP to be traded, will be intro- 
duced at the stadium on Tuesday. 

Texas gets second baseman 
Alfonso Soriano and a minor league 


player to be named, but it will still 
have to pay $67 million of the $179 
million Rodriguez is owed over the 
remainder of his deal. 

New York has four of baseball’s 
eight $100 million players, and its 
opening- day payroll will be six 
times that of some teams. 

The rival Red Sox nearly 
acquired Rodriguez, a seven-time 
All-Star, in December, but that 
deal fell through when Boston’s 
proposal to cut Rodriguez’s sal- 
ary was blocked by the players’ 
association. 

“I think Larry Lucchino is a lit- 
tle disappointed. He had an oppor- 
tunity,” Yankees president Randy 
Levine said, referring to the Red 
Sox president, ronald blum (ap)

FITNESS I It must be one of the short- 
est sports seasons going. People who 
know they ought to start exercising 
begin a gym membership at the New 
Year. But after the Super Bowl, their 
willpower has waned. 

Coincidence? Not to James 
Sallis. “From TVs and movies to 
cars, huge industries don’t make 
money when you exercise, and 
they push things that make you 
sedentary,” said Sallis, a professor 
of psychology at San Diego State 
University. “The Super Bowl is a 
case study in this.” 

Every year, about one -third of 
all new club members don’t renew, 
according to the International 
Health, Racquet and Sportsclub 
Association. 

“By the Super Bowl, some people 
are done,” said Tim Rhode, owner 
of the Maryland Athletic Club and 
Wellness Center in Timonium. 

Rhode’s employees must checkin 
with newbies at two-, six- and 12- 
week intervals to see if the members 
are getting the results they want- 
ed when they started. Any member 
who has not visited in 21 days gets 
a phone call. In both cases, Rhode 
said, flagging members are offered 
“anything we can do to help them 
get started again.”

A Painful Lesson 


Teammates hope Bechler’s death will end athletes’ ‘quick fix’ mindset 


S PO RTS I In the year since Baltimore 
Orioles pitching prospect Steve 
Bechler died of heatstroke, many 
of his former teammates still 
can’t adjust to a world without his 
laughter. 

“He was just a fun-loving guy. I 
think about him all the time,” sec- 
ond baseman Brian Roberts said. 
“It’s surreal that he’s not here.” 

Bechler died Feb. 17, 2003, less 
than 24 hours after a spring train- 
ing workout sent his body tempera- 
ture soaring to 108 degrees. 

The Florida medical examiner 
who performed the autopsy said 
the 23 -year- old had a history of 
borderline high blood pressure and 
an abnormal liver, but also con- 
tended that the drug ephedrine — 
the active substance in the plant

ephedra — played a major role in 
the pitcher’s death. 

In an effort to quickly shed the 
weight he gained during the offsea- 
son, Bechler took over-the-coun- 
ter diet pills containing ephedra. 
The drug has been banned by the 
NCAA, NFL and International 
Olympic Committee, but not by 
major league baseball. 

It has been linked to 155 deaths 
and dozens of heart attacks and 
strokes. 

Use of ephedra inside major 
league clubhouses virtually ceased 
in the wake of Bechler’s death, and 
the Food and Drug Administration 
earlier this month completed its ban 
of the herbal stimulant. 

The law requires a phase-in 
period, and the FDA says sale of 
ephedra will become illegal on 
April 12. 

Those close to Bechler would like 
to believe his death might ultimate- 
ly save the lives of others. 

“That could be his legacy. What 
happened to Steve can be used as 
an example for everyone else in 


the world,” said Orioles pitcher 
Matt Riley, one of Bechler’s clos- 
est friends. Orioles reliever Rick 
Bauer said, “Whether it be ephe- 
dra or steroids, there is no such 
thing as a quick fix. Eventually 
those things will hurt you, in one 
way or another.” 

When Riley, Roberts and 
Bauer walk onto the field at Fort 
Lauderdale Stadium for their first 
spring training workout Saturday, 
the thought of Bechler’s collapse 
under the intense Florida sun likely 
won’t be far from their minds. 

“I will relive that moment for the 
rest of my life,” Riley said. 

In the days before his death, 
Bechler told his friends that he 
made a serious mistake by being 
out of shape when he reported to 
camp. He vowed it would never 
happen again. 

“If only he could have made 
it through that day,” Bauer said, 
“maybe he would have been a bet- 
ter athlete. 

“But he never got the chance.”
